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Under current law, a court assigned to exercise jurisdiction under the
Children’s Code and the Juvenile Justice Code (juvenile court) is required to include
in a dispositional order placing a child outside the home, an extension of a
dispositional order continuing the placement of a child outside the home, and a
consent decree maintaining a child in a placement outside the home findings that

This bill requires the juvenile
court to make the finding that reasonable efforts have been made to achieve the goal
of the child’s permanency plan in a termination of parental rights (TPR) order if a
permanency plan has previously been filed with respect to the child.

Under current law, in an action affecting the family, for example, a divorce
proceeding, if the circuit court finds that neither parent is able to care for the child
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adequately or is fit and proper to have care and custody of the child, the circuit court
may declare the child to be in need of protection or services and transfer legal custody
of the child to a relative of the child, to the county department of human services or
social services (county department), or to a licensed child welfare agency. This bill
also permits a circuit court to transfer legal custody of a child found to be in need of
protection or services in an action affecting the family in Milwaukee County to
DHFS. In addition, if the circuit court transfers legal custody of a child found to be
in need of protection or services in an action affecting the family to a county
department, DHFS, or a licensed child welfare agency, the hill requires the circuit
court to refer the matter to the juvenile court intake worker, who is required to
conduct an intake inquiry to determine whether a petition alleging the child to be in
need of protection or services should be filed with the juvenile court. Further, the bill
requires a circuit court to include in an order transferring legal custody of a child
found to be in need of protection or services in an action affecting the family a finding
that placement of the child in his or her home would be contrary to the welfare of the
child and, subject to certain exceptions, a finding that reasonable efforts have been
made to prevent the removal of the child from the home.

days after the date of the temporary physical custody order. This bill requires that
information to be filed with the juvenile court within five days, excluding Saturdays,
Sundays, and legal holidays, after the date on which the temporary physical custody
order is granted.

Under current law, a court assigned to exercise jurisdiction under the
Children’s Code and the Juvenile Justice Code (juvenile court) is required to include
in a dispositional order placing a child outside the home, an extension of a
dispositional order continuing the placement of a child outside the home, and a
consent decree maintaining a child in a placement outside the home findings that
continued placement of the child in the home would be contrary to the welfare of the
child, that reasonable efforts have been made to prevent the removal of the child from
the home, and that reasonable efforts have been made to achieve the goal of the
child’s permanency plan, which is a plan designed to ensure that the child is
reunified with his or her family whenever appropriate or that the child quickly
attains a placement providing long-term stability. This bill requires the juvenile
court to make the finding that reasonable efforts have been made to achieve the goal
of the child’s permanency plan in a termination of parental rights (TPR) order if a
permanency plan has previously been filed with respect to the child.

Under current law, in an action affecting the family, for example, a divorce
proceeding, if the circuit court finds that neither parent is able to care for the child

adequately or is fit and proper to have care and custody of the child, the circuit court
may declare the child to be in need of protection or services and transfer legal custody
of the child to a relative of the child, to the county department of human services or
social services (county department), or to a licensed child welfare agency. This bill
also permits a circuit court to transfer legal custody of a child found to be in need of
protection or services in an action affecting the family in Milwaukee County to
DHFS.
